Where there was no statutory 
charter. the boundaries of jurisdiction were very difficult to define, 
They could Inck permanence. Individuals who might be affected by tha 
activilies of the community would find it difficult to ascertain exactly 
where their ights becan and where they ended. . 

Jt has been a subject of concern in tho Congress that we should 
devclop statutory charters for the different. cleinents of the conmunity 
that are not covermed by charters at this time. ;
